Rosenthal, the portrait painter, calling 
for $2,450, of which sum Rosenthal got 
but $850, Mr. Knox could give no new 
facts.

“It was signed January 18, 
1904, and is for $790, with a notation 
that $60 for the frame of Secretary 
Day’s picture had been paid to a

“Where did this second receipt come 
from?” he demanded. 

“T found it with the papers, that is 
ali I. know of it,” said Secretary Knox. 

The members of the committee upon 
examination found that it was not 
actually dated January 18, 1904, but 
read: “Received January 18, 1904, the 
sum of $790," with an explanation of 


the purpose. 

Something Wrong, Says Hamlin.

Logi of Existing Conditions, 
Says frank & Kellogg 


“Trust Buster,” Speaking for 
Railway Workmen, Says Fed- 
eral Charters Should Con- 
tain Provision for Compensa- 
tion to Injured Employees. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, June 14.—(Special.)— 
Federal incorporation is the logic of 
existing conditions in the industrial 
world, according to Frank B. Kellogg. 
trust-buster and foe of Standard Oil, 
who appeared today before the employ- 
ers’. Hability and workmen’s compen- 
sation commission. ; 

Mr. Kellogg admitteq that the re- 
strictions he woulg place in the char- 
ters to be granted by congress to the 
big corporations would probably not 
be agreeable to Elbert H. Gary and 
Other captains of industry’ who had 
advecated similar legislation. 

“If the government charters the 
bape corporations, it may place in 
hese charters it grants such restric- 
tions as it sees fit, the observance of 
which will be required by each cor- 
poration if it Is to continue in busi- 
ness. Payment of compensation to 
workmen injured in industrial pur- 
Suits may be exacted as terms upon 
which the government will issue them 
national charters.’’ 

Kellogg Supported by Brantley. 

In this view Mr. Kellogg was sup- 
ported by Representative Brantley, of 
Georgia, a member of the commission, 
who takes the position that the protec- 
tion of property rights and the protec- 
tion. of the public from unjust actions 
by the great trusts coulg best be se- 
cureq by national incorporation. 

Mr. Kellogg appeared before the 
commission as the representative of 
the various organizations of railway 
trainmen. 

Four of the general counsels of 
leading railways of the United States 
were present as representatives of a 
committee of twenty-one rairoad at- 
torneys representing the railroads in 
every section of the country. They 
were Alfred P. Thom, general counsel 
of the Southern railway; Robert J. 
Cary, of New York Central lines; 
Thomas W. Reath, of the Norfolk and 
Western, and B. D. Warfield, of the 
Louisville and Nashville. . 

Exhaustive legal arguments were 
made by Mr. Kellogg and Mr. Cary. 
The former took the position that 
there was absolutely no question of 
the constitutiona! rght of congress to 
pass the proposed legislation requir- 
ing compensation of workmen injured 
in industrial pursuits, regardless of 
whether or not the employee was 
guilty of neglect. 

What Railway Men Say. 

The railway counsel said they ap- 
peared simply. in an advisory capacity, 
and not as obstructionists, and prac- 
tically admittea that the legislation 
would inevitably be adopted very 
Shortly in this country as it had been 
in Germany, England, France, Norway 
and other European nations. 

It has been carried to greater 
lengths in Germany, they said, than 
anywhere else. 

Arguments were made showing how 
the proposed measure wou'd change 
the common law rule governing per- 
sonal injury cases. Mr. Cary said it 
Was socialism, pure and simple,. com- 
munism which was destructive of the 


individual because it places him in a 
class for whom it was proposed to, 


legislate. He said the whole thing 
was an effort to introduce the ele- 
ment of insurance into a contract for 
labor, and that the analogy was per- 
i no matter to what extent car- 
ried.

“I. have heard a good deal] about 
this new-fangled initiative and recall,” 
said Minority Leader Brackett, “and 
most of it is flapdoodle—very tenuous 
flapdoodle at that.” 

One speaker declared if the recall 


principle had been in effect at the 
time of the civil war President Lin- 
coln undoubtedly would have been de- 


posed and disgraced. 

A third senator expressed doubts as 
to the constitutionality of either these 
principles or the referendum, while a 
fourth contended that a public official 
should be judged by his entire acts 
and not by any one thing that might 
for the moment be unpopular with 
his constituents.

BRITT DEFENDS 
POSTAL REGIME 


Speaking for Taft, He Says no 
Honest Publisher Has Any- 
thing to Fear. 


Chicago, June 14.—Voicing admin- 
istration views as to how the post; 
effice department should be run, James 
J. Britt,. third assistant postmaster 
ceneral, today told the delegates to 
the International Circulation Man- 
agers’ Association, in session here, that 
“no honest publisher has anything to 
fear: at the hands of the postoffice 
department. 

“But,” he added, “no @ishonest pub- 
lisher has anything to hope for.” He 
was speaking on “The Uses an@ 
Abuses of the Second-class Mail Privi- 
lege.”’ 

Referring to the charge made re- 
cently by Senator Jefferson Davis, of 
Arkansas, that one publication in this 
country had been practically put out 
of business by the postoffice depart- 
ment, Mr. Britt said: 

“You have heard recently from some 
quarters’ that the department has, 
without cause, attacked several news- 
papers and periodicals and that a 
policy of officious interference with 
the business of publishers has been in- 
augurated. It is a painful fact thas 
while the.great bulk of the newspapers 
and periodicajs of the country are hon- 
est and law-abiding, there are some 
that willfully trample the law under 
foot and have no regarg whatever for 
postal laws or the rights of otners. If 
any have felt.the weight of the law it 
is because they have invoked it, not be- 
cause it has been unjustly imposed.” 

Regarding efforts to eliminate the 
annual postoffice deficit, Mr. Britt de- 
clareq that the “ledgers of the depart- 
ment at-no time should show either @ 
deficit or a surplus, the entire service 
being administered on a self-sustain- 
ing basis.” “A proper equalization of 
postal rates,” he said, “would easily 


TECH TRUSTEES 
WANT $80,000 


Present Sum Not Adequate to 
Maintain the Institution 
Properly. 


Trustees of the Georgia School of 
Technology have decided to ask the 
general assembly for $30,000 for main- 
tenance this year, an increase of 
$10,000 over the amount granted for 
this purpose last year. In view of the 
increased enrollmentand the resultant 
added cost, the trustees say that this 
amount is absolutely necessary to meet 
the demands. Eventually, when a num- 
ber of desired additions to the school 
have been made available, the trustees 
hope for a yearly maintenance fund of 
$100,000. 

As it ig the policy of the trustees 
not to ask for an extension appropria- 
tion every year, no building fund will 
be requested this year, but it is prob- 
able that a substantial one will be 
asked one year hence. The sum of 
$35,000 was secured from the state last 
year for a machinery hall. That and 
the $15,000 raised by friends will not 
have been expended until the machin- 
ery hall has been complettd probably 
January 1. This building is being 
erected so that it may be added te 
later, making a complete shop build- 
ing. This year the blacksmith, ma- 
chinery and foundry shops are being 
erected.

Undertaer Refuse to Act On 
tales For Women, 


Convention Hears the Resolu- 


tion But It Is Too Warm to 


Handle and Is Placed on the 
Cooling Board---Meeting Is a 
Large One. ~ ; : 


The Georgia Funeral Directors’ As- 
sociation, which began {ts annual 
convention. yesterday morning at the 
New Kimball, is one of the largest 
Satherings of the kind ever held in 
the south. Practically every member 
of the 159 in the state is in attend- 
ance, as well as a number of embalm- 
ers from other states. 

The tenth annual convention open- 
ed at 10 o’clock, and during the day 
many matters of interest to the worla 
at large, as well as the members of 
the association, were discussed.

MODIFIED COMMISSION GOVERNMENT 


RECOMMENDED BY ROME COMMITTEE 


Rome, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—The 
joint committee composed of three 
representatives from the council, the 
Manufacturers and Merchants’ Associa- 
tion and the city-at-large, appointed 
some weeks ago to investigate the 
matter of commission government, 
have recommended a modified form of 
such government, provided a majority 
of Rome voters indorse it at the polls.

“What shall I get for my trip to the 
North Carolina mountains or for the 
mountains wherever I go?’ asked a 
debutante planning her summer trip.

~ WELL GUARDED 


Congress Probers Unable to 
Make Witnesses Talk 


Efforts to Learn the Secrets of 
the Power of Havemeyer 
Fail---Haike, Confidential Man 
of Sugar King, Seems _ to 
Have a Poor Memory. 


Washington, June 14.—Five hours 
was spent today by Charles R. Heike, 
for several years preceding last July 
the $20,000 secretary of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, in telling 
the house sugar investigating com- 
mittee that he knew nothing about 
the policies or inner history of the 
company, particularly in the years 
when H O. Havemeyer was its presi- 
dent. 

The witness prescribed His position 


with the company as that of a “stock 


transfer man, bookkeeper and letter- 
writer.” He ridiculed the idea that he 
was the confidential agent of Presi- 
dent Havemeyer, saying 
high enough a man for that. He de- 
clared the government had picked him 
out as the “mischief maker” in the 
alleged customs frauds charged to the 
American Sugar Refining Company, 
simply because it had to have some 
one to fasten them on. 
54 Miles of Certificates. 

The position of “stock transfer 
man” was a responsible one, however, 
he gave the committee to understand. 
For instance, he said, he had signed 
enough transfer certificates to stretch 
564 miles, if these certificates were 
pinned together. 

What matters the committee tried to 
find out about, but concerning which 
Mr. Heike claimed to know but lit- 
tle, were many. 

One of the things was the interest 
of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany in the National Sugar Refining 
Company. He said the former owned 
$5,000,000 preferred stock in the latter, 
Or a little more than one-half, but he 
had no idea of why just a little more 
than one-half was purchased. Neither 
did he know ‘whether the American 
Sugar Refining Company was cogni- 
zant of the claim, now under litiga- 
tion, that $10,000,000 common stock in 
the National was in existence at the 
time it purchased the preferred stock. 

Little of the inner history of the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refining Company 
deal was obtained from the witness. 
He admitted the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company loaned. to Adolph 
Segal, through Gustave A. Kissell, of 
whom Mr. Heike spoke as Segal’s 
agent, $1,250,000, and that a majority 
of the. stock of the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Refining Company with the 
voting power thereof was given as 
collateral security. 

Trust Loans’ Money. 

He could not remember that the 
Stock ‘was voted,« as thé Pennsylvania 
refinery was abandoned immediately, 
nor could he remember how the dea! 
was closed. 

“The American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany did npt make it a business to 
loan money?’ inquired Representative 
Garrett, of Tennessee. 

“They loaned plenty of money,” said 
Mr. Heike. 

“Hag the American Sugar Refining 
Company recently loaned any money ?’’ 

“Yes, to some trust companies.” 

“Don't you Know, as a matter of 
fact, that the very day this stock was 
turned Over as collateral to the Amer- 
ican Sugar nefining Company with the 
voting power, an arrangement was 
brought about whereby the Pennsyl- 
vania company—” 

“I don’t know anything about that 
at all,” Mr. Heike interrupted. “I 
know one thing; they made the loan.” 

“Do you Know anything about the 
suit that was filed growing out of 
the transaction?” persisted Mr. Garrett. 

“I cannot explain positively.’ 

James M. Beck, counsel for the 
American Sugar Refining Company, 
told the committee that the debt was 
settled as a result of the suit. 

It Cost Trust $2,000,000, 

“We loaned $1,250,000 and in the end 
we got payment for the loan by re- 
turning our collateral and paying $750,- 
000,” he declared. “It cost us $2,000,- 
000. That is a new way of receiving 
payment of a debt.” 

He explained the $50,000 was equiva- 
lent to a penalty under the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

Mr. Heike was unable to explain why 
President Havemeyer had such a con- 
trol over the American if he only held 
in his own name a comparatively few 
shares. Again Mr. Beck 
to suggest that possibly more shares 
were held in the name of brokers, as 
was sometimes done in New York.

TARIFF IS DENOUNCED 
BY SOCIALIST BERGER 


Wisconsin Con man Says 
All Forms of Tariff Are 
Inimical to Labor. 


Washington, June i14.—The maiden 
speech of Representative Victor Ber- 
ger, of Wisconsin, the only socialist 
member of congress, was the feature 
of an otherwise dull day’s general de- 
bate in the house on the bill for the 
revision of the woolen schedule. Mr. 
Berger supported the bill on the 
ground that it would break down in- 
ternational barriers. Representative 
Kahn, of California, and Moore, of 
Pennsylvania, spoke against the bill;

PANAMA BOND ISSUE 
WILL BE SUCCESSFUL 


Entire Proceeds of the Sale 
Will Be Put In the 
Treasury. 


Washington, June 14.—The govern- 
ment’s issue of $50,000,000 Panama 
bonds promises to be so successful that 
there will be no Ghance that any part 
of the proceeds of the issue will go 
to banks as deposits.

HAVE PCOLED ISSUES 


They Merge Under Name of 
the General Baking 
Company. 


New York, June 14.—Twenty-one big 
baking companies tn ofties dotting the 
east and south from Boston to St. 
Louis and New Orleans, threw in their 
lot together today, marging under the 
name of the General Baking Company, 
with a total capital of $20,000,000 in 
stock and $5.000,000 in bonds. The new 
chain of bakeries will be operated in 
fifteen cities. 

“In the formation of the General 
Baking Company,” the announcement 
reads, “there is no thought or pur- 
pose of the establishment of a mo- 
nopoly in the manufacture or sale of 
bread. Such a monopoly would be im- 
possible, as in most localities, with 
few exceptions, only one baking com- 
pany has been acquired, leaving com- 
petition open to hundreds of others.”’

While the fiscal year 
already shows an ordinary surplus of 
more than $8,000,000, as against a 
deficit of $13,000,000 a year ago at this 
time, there is promise that the total 
deficit now standing at $21,000,000 may 
be much reduced before the neXt fisca] 
year begins. 


No Mint For New Orleans: 


Washington, June 14.—The historic 
New Orleans mint will cease to exist 
as such after July 1. After that time 
it will be conducted as an assay office 
and a storage place for 22,000,000 sij- 
ver dollars, which will be stacked in 
the only one of its old vaults now 
considered burglar-proof.
